NASA is known for communicating with astronauts on missions to space, but regular citizens can radio 
NASA centers across the country. From the end of this year through the next, NASA will mark several key 


milestones. Amateur radio clubs at agency centers across the nation plan to celebrate these occasions with 
several "NASA on the Air" events. 


"We enjoy sharing NASA's story as part of the fun of making contact with fellow ham radio operators across 
the nation and around the world," said Kevin Zari, who is activities officer for the Amateur Radio Club at 
NASA's Kennedy Space Center in Florida. "We occasionally communicate with people who think that because 
we're not flying the space shuttle anymore, NASA has almost gone out of business. We tell them about 
activities such as the International Space Station and the Space Launch System, and they appreciate the update." 


Amateur, or ham, radio operators use a frequency spectrum for communicating noncommercial and private 
messages. One of the most important uses of ham radio operations is providing emergency messaging following 
disasters, such as the recent Hurricane Maria that destroyed most avenues of communication in Puerto Rico. 
"The amateur radio clubs at NASA centers are made up of civil servants, contractors and tenants who 
participate on their own time,” said Zari, who has been at Kennedy since 1990 and is chief technology officer in 
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the Mission and Support Office of Exploration Research and Technology Programs. "We all have a common 
goal to show our support for NASA and highlight some of the agency's amazing accomplishments." 


Zari added that he hopes, if time permits, International Space Station astronauts can participate using ham radio 
equipment aboard the orbiting laboratory 225 miles above the Earth, made possible by the Amateur Radio on 
International Space Station (ARISS) Program. Amateur radio has even been part of NASA space flights since 
Shuttle Amateur Radio operations started in 1983. 


The plan is to talk about these anniversaries and their place in the history of NASA, explains Rob Suggs, 
who is the secretary of the amateur radio club at the Marshall Space Flight Center in Huntsville, Alabama. 
"We also want people to know what we are doing now and what's coming up in the near future," he said. "This 
includes the Commercial Crew Program, as well as plans to send astronauts beyond low-Earth orbit with the 
Space Launch System and Orion." 


"We plan to publicize the "NASA on the Air" events in amateur radio magazines, on our Facebook site and 
web page," said Suggs who has worked for NASA since 1994 and is the Space Environments Team lead at 
Marshall. 


Zari added that they plan to use the hash tag #NOTA when announcing events on Twitter 
(@NASAradioClubs). 


While NASA amateur radio stations are commemorating historic milestones, Zari explains they also are 
making it into a contest. 


"Ham radio enthusiasts usually exchange QSL cards," he said. "When you make contact with someone, you 
exchange a postcard noting the contact was made. For this yearlong event, some clubs at NASA centers are 
offering commemorative QSL cards and a special certificate indicating how many centers a participant 
contacted on various frequency bands." 


QSL cards serve as written confirmation of communication between amateur radio stations. QSL derived its 
name from the Q, or question, code message: "QSL?" It simply means, "Do you confirm receipt of my 
transmission?" 


According to Suggs, points will be awarded to each center's amateur radio club based on the number of 
contacts made during the yearlong event. Participants can enhance their award by using one of the existing 
capabilities of amateur radio on the space station such as packet (digital operations) or listening in to an 
astronaut giving answers to school children during one of the scheduled school contacts. No special activity is 
planned from the station and only one activity from the space station is needed to qualify. 


"We plan to have a web-based system for participants to check their points total and download a printable 
certificate at the end of the event," he said. "Points will be awarded for each center's contacts."

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Radio Amateuring Like It’s 1975

It was a tweet from an online eg 

friend in the world of amateur radio, featuring a transmitter 

design published in Sprat, the journal of the G-QRP club for 

British enthusiasts of low-power radio. The transmitter was 

very simple, but seriously flawed: keying the power supply 

line would cause it to exhibit key clicks and frequency 
instability. It would probably have been far better leaving the oscillator connected full-time and keying the 
supply to the amplifier, with of course a suitable key click filter. 


[MOCVO]’s Tweet that started it all. We’ve all 
probably made projects that get the job done at the b 72 aaa 
expense of a bit of performance and economy, and from 
one angle this circuit is a fantastic example of that art. But 
it’s not the shortcomings of direct PSU keying a small 
transmitter that has brought it here, but observation 
instead of what it represents. Perhaps my social group of 
radio amateurs differs from the masses, but among them 
the universal lament is that there is nothing new in a 
simple transistor transmitter that could just as well have 
been published in 1977 as 2017. 


This simple 40m TX looks easy but surely 
keying the whole circuit on and off is going to 
cause chirps and drifting. 


To explain why this represents a problem, it’s worth 
giving some background. Any radio amateur will tell you 
that amateur radio is a wonderful and diverse pastime, in 
fact a multitude of pastimes rolled into one. Working DX? 
Got you covered. Contesting? UR 599 OM QRZ? Digital 
modes pushing the envelope of atmospheric propagation? 
Satellites? SDRs? GHz radio engineering? All these and 
many more can be yours for a modest fee and an 
examination pass. There was a time when radio was 
electronics, to all intents and purposes, and radio amateurs : 
were at the vanguard of technology. And though et = See £6e66E 
electronics has moved on from those days of purely 
analogue communications and now stretches far beyond anything you’d need a license and a callsign to 
investigate for yourself, there are still plenty of places in which an amateur can place themselves at the cutting 
edge. Software defined radio, for instance, or digital data transmission modes. With an inexpensive single board 
computer and a few components it is now possible to create a software-defined digital radio station with an 
extremely low power output, that can be copied on the other side of the world. That’s progress, it’s not so long 
ago that you would have required a lot of dollars and a lot of watts to do that. 


Against that background, a casual reader could be forgiven for missing all this progress and coming away 
with the impression that amateur radio construction is a world of discrete components with part numbers you 
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would have found in a supplier catalogue from 1975. It is unfair to pick on Sprat alone though (after all, its 
editor [George Dobbs G3RJV] is a personal engineering hero), this seems to be pervasive across a spectrum of 
publications in the field. 


So why, given that there is a lot of interesting new technology for radio amateurs, do we see so much of what 
essentially we have seen many times before? The answer of course is that there is a demand for it, and it’s easy 
to see why that is the case as there is undoubtedly an elegance to making a working transceiver for next-to- 
nothing from the minimum of parts. There is however a deeper reason for that demand, and it lies in what 
different radio amateurs are comfortable with. If you know how to make discrete transistor circuits but for 
example surface-mount soldering scares you and the intricacies of GNU Radio are beyond you, then of course 
you are going to prefer the safe and friendly world of 1975 when it comes to parts selection. 


You might ask why this is a problem, after all if a demand exists and is being sated, isn’t that a good thing? 
But there are so many more recent technologies to be explored in amateur radio, and maybe the various media 
outlets that serve amateur radio aren’t fully tapping that demand as well. In this I include Hackaday, because 
while we are not a radio amateur publication as such it is definitely true that radio amateurs are part of our 
constituency. A significant proportion of Hackaday writers have call signs, and we like to cover amateur radio 
stories. We’ve taken you through some of the fundamentals of software defined radio and tried to cover GNU 
Radio in detail, but are there any other fields we’re not giving enough attention to? It’s something we’d like to 
ensure we get right, if there’s a field of amateur radio you’d like us to cover, let us know.

Tom Mix was the greatest of the silent-era movie cowboys, and a cowboy in real- 
life as well. He reportedly could knock a button off of a 
shirt with a rifle shot, and jump a horse into a railroad 
box car. He was married seven times to six different 
women. 


K7T will be operated from the Tom Mix Memorial 
on Pinal Pioneer Parkway near historic Florence, AZ. 
The memorial is a roadside picnic area on Hwy 79 near 
the site where Tom Mix died after his Cord 812 
convertible crashed into what is now designated the Tom 
Mix Wash while bridge construction was incomplete. The single-car high-speed accident led to his death after 
leaving the Oracle Junction Inn on October 12, 1940. 


Contest Speak

If you’re gonna be a contester, you gotta speak the language. Contest jargon 
follows: 
Alligator: ham with poor receiver. “Big mouth, no ears”. 
Big Gun: station with big power, big antennas, big signal. 
Busted call: you copied it wrong. 
Cabrillo: (pronounced ca-bree-yo) file format for submitting your log to sponsor. 
Cut numbers: shortened Morse numbers, such as N for 9, A for 1, T for zero. 
DQ: disqualified entry, usually for breaking the contest rules. 
Dupe: duplicate contact. Log it anyway! 
Exchange: information exchanged in a contest contact. 
Little pistol: low power station, limited antennas, small signal (“peanut whistle’’) 
Mult: Score multiplier, different for each contest, none for Field Day. 
NIL: Not in log. You may think we made a contact but I didn’t copy your exchange. 
Q: contact, short for QSO. 
Running: Calling CQ on same frequency for long periods. See Big Gun. 
Search and Pounce (S&P): Answering other stations’ CQs. See Little Pistol. 
Spot: Announcement of station call and frequency on network (“cluster”). 
Unique: callsign that was not in any submitted log, therefore possibly copied wrong.

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International Grid Chase 2018 


A new and exciting operating event kicks off on January 1, 2018, at 
0000 UTC (New Year's Eve in US time zones), when the ARRL 
International Grid Chase gets under way. The year-long event hopes to 
build on the success of the highly successful 2016 National Parks on the 
Air (NPOTA). The objective is to work stations on any band (except 60 
meters) in as many different Maidenhead grid squares as possible, and then upload your log data to ARRL's 
Logbook of The World (LoTW). Registration in LoTW is free, and it costs nothing to participate. Many hams 
are familiar with grid squares from the VHF/UHF and satellite realms, and everyone lives in one. ARRL's 
VUCC is based on grid squares, and some contests on HF, VHF, and UHE also use them as a scoring factor. 


The Maidenhead grid square system divvies up the entire globe into 324 fields, each containing 100 grid 
squares 1° latitude x 2° longitude in size. With 32,400 potential grid squares, it's not likely that anyone will run 
out of challenges, even though some grid squares are surrounded entirely by water or are in areas that are 
uninhabited or difficult to access. 


If you don't know your grid square, David Levine, K2DSL, has an online calculator. Just enter a postal 
address, ZIP code, or even a call sign, and his site will tell you the grid square for that location. For example, 
enter "W1AW" and the site will return "FN31pr." For the purposes of the ARRL 
International Grid Chase, though, just the two initial letters and the two numbers 
that follow (e.g., FN31) are all you'll need to know. 


Once you get active in the chase and start uploading your log data, each new 
grid square contact confirmed through LoTW will count toward your monthly 


total. Getting started is simple. Turn on the radio and just call CQ or "CQ Grid 
Chase" or listen for others doing the same. Make a contact, exchange grid 
squares, log it, and move on to another. At the end of each month, your totals on 
the Grid Chase leader board will reset to zero, although the system retains these 
to determine top finishers in various categories at the end of the year. 


Any contact you make in 2018 can count toward your Chase score; 
it doesn't have to involve an exchange of grid squares. As long as the A map segment showing part of the 
other operators also participate in LoTW, you'll get credit EN field of grid squares. Note that 
automatically when they upload their logs.

Some radio amateurs live in sparsely populated grid squares, and if you're one of those, you could find 
yourself handling a pileup! Expeditions to hard-to-reach or rare grid squares undoubtedly will evolve. You also 
can travel to one of those grid squares yourself. Some vehicle or handheld GPS units can be set to display when 
you are in a particular grid square. Apps are available for smart phones or tablets, such as Ham Square for 10S 
devices or HamGPS for Android devices. 


There are no restrictions on modes or bands, as long as they are legal. Satellite contacts are valid for the 
Chase. The event is open to all radio amateurs.

Hi everyone, I promised to wrap-up my tri-band beam project this month. 
But, the seasonably cold weather has forced me to put those plans on hold. . . 
.again! This month, let’s talk about the ARRL International Grid Chase 2018. 


It’s becoming a tradition for the league to do some kind of operating event 
each even numbered year. If you'll remember, in 2014 we had the ARRL 
Centennial. This was followed in 2016 by the National Parks On The Air. So in 2018, comes the ARRL 
International Grid Chase 2018 (IGC-2018). 


The premise is simple; Work as many different grids using as many different modes as possible during 
2018. There’s more information elsewhere in this issue of the Radiogram. If you’d like more information, the 
complete rules can be found at www.arrl.org/international-grid-chase-2018. 


= There are some opportunities here in Ohio for those who 
might want to activate a 2 or 4 grid boundary. 


I’ve been combing Google maps for 2 & 4 grid boundaries 
to Activate, but they are not easy to find! One 4 grid boundary is 
in Burbank, on Willow Rd, just west of the Ohio Station Outlets 
(See photo). This is the corner of EN80, 81, 90, & 91. According 
to Google street view, the property is vacant, and for sale. 


The rules are quite clear on boundary operations. Close 
doesn’t count. According to the league, part of your station must 
be present in each grid that you activate. So, can you pull into the 

truck stop just east of the boundary, and commence to activate? NO, NYET, HUH-UH, Not on your life! The 
league tells activators who set up on a boundary to be prepared to prove where they were by producing two 
forms of evidence. 


Frankly I’m still figuring out how effort I'll be able to put into this. But, I’m getting ready to begin. I like 
the fact that in the Grid chase, we can all be activators. So, you can just sit in the shack and be both a hunter & 
activator. All you need to do is get on the air, work the contacts, and then upload your log to LOTW (Logbook 
Of The World). 


“Should be”? Well, some of the program will not be activated until 0000Z January Ist. So we’ll take it on 
faith that 2018 will be a fun time to be active in Amateur Radio! 


I definitely have some road trips planned for 2018. ve found a couple boundaries that exist in some Ohio 
State Parks. One is a boundary in Caesar Creek State Park, where EM79 & EM89 meet. Next, we have one in 
East Fork State Park where you can activate EM78/EM79. Then, just outside of Athens is a boundary in the 
Wayne National Forest. It is “almost” in Burr Oak State Park. 


One boundary in our back yard is in Portage Lakes State Park, where EN90 & EN91 converge. 
I’m sure there’s plenty more opportunities like this throughout our area. If you find one, let me know.

Check out the 
Ohio State Parks On The Air (OSPOTA) (www.ospota.org) contest in September - a great reason to get out 
and get portable! 


It seems that since the solar cycle is going down there are many 
DX stations taking up FT8, a weak signal digital protocol. You don’t need high power (in fact it is frowned 
upon unless you keep it LOW) to make some pretty good DX. 


. Go through the log and send out QSL cards both statewide and DX. It’s always fun receiving cards in the 
mail from some of those far off places. 


. Work on Wall Paper. No, not that stuff your XYL wants you to do, but the wall paper you hang up in your 
radio room - certificates! Go for your Worked All States, Worked All Continents, DXCC and more. Look 
up the requirements and get busy. If you’ve been on the air for a while, you just might be close to getting an 
award! Plus PCARS has a few awards available - check out the web site for more information. 


. Renew your membership in PCARS. Help keep the club going and lend a hand once in a while during club 
projects. It really is a lot of fun.

In some cases, they (the ISPs) 
would just delete it and you would never get it. And, 
some would delay it up to four or five days before letting 
it pass through (just ask N8QE and his AOL account....).

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FTS8 - The New Technology in Digital

There’s a funny internet meme, “That Tweet didn’t age well,” when someone 
posts something to social media and the message is quickly and laughably outdated. 
Then there’s my amateur radio equivalent, “Whoops, JT65 is outdated, FT8 is the 
new cool digital mode,” which is how I felt in July. Days after my 3rd installment on 
JT65 ran in the July 2017 Radiogram, Joe Taylor (K1JT) released a new mode called 
FT8. FT8 is the quicker little brother to JT65, and its popularity quickly eclipsed 
JT65. 


Instead of a QSO taking 6-7 minutes in alternating 1 minute transmit/receive intervals with JT65, FT8 QSOs 
can be completed in 2 minutes or less with 15 second alternating transmit/receive intervals. FT8’s ability to 
decode a signal with a very low signal to noise ratio is not quite as good as JT65. JT65 still seems to be the 
better weak signal mode for that really hard to find DX station, but FT8’s speed and automation have made it 
way more popular. 


The pieces in the May, June, and July 2017 Radiograms are still worth reading if you want to learn about 
K1JT’s digital modes, including FT8. The only difference is that FT8 is available only in the WSJT-X 
program. (As of my last draft of this I just learned that another program, JTDX, now offers FT8 capability but 
from what I heard, its support is lacking.) WSJT-X works very similar to JT-HF so you can transfer most of the 
information there to working FT8. 


This installment works for any of the KI1JT modes, including JT65 and FT8 and supported by the add-on 
program, JTAlert. (For information on how to use JTAlert, see my previous Radiogram articles.) My hunt for 
Alaska on 160m to complete Worked All States on 160m created this problem needing a solution. I worked 
Hawaii on 160m last winter right before the spring and summer noise started on 160m using JTAlert. Surely I 
could grab Alaska the same way.

Download the TLS supported version of send Email at http://caspian.dotconf.net/menu/Software/SendEmail/. 
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Unpack the program into a folder and move it somewhere easy on your hard drive. I moved the folder directly 
to the C:\ folder and renamed it “send.” You will need to have the PERL ssl/tls modules in the directory that 
are mentioned on that website if you plan to use Gmail or Yahoo type e-mail accounts. 


Create a batch file to run the script with your email server’s parameters. If you don’t know how to make a 
batch file, it’s easy. Open up notepad on your computer and start typing. When you save it, click File ? Save 
As ? and then name it “sendemail.bat”

The email server settings may get a bit tricky if you are using Gmail or Yahoo. You will need to activate 
SMTP through those websites in the email settings. Rather than Gmail I set up a dummy mailbox through my 
office’s email server. If you have an ISP email address (Roadrunner, ATT, etc.) that does not require a secured 
connection for SMTP sending, it may be easier to set it up there. 


Save the .bat file in the same directory as the sendemail.exe file. 1am more than happy to provide you with 
all of the files needed that to cover both methods mentioned above. 


After you are done with those settings, run the bat file and watch the program run. You should get an email 
and/or text message within a few seconds of the script running. If you get an error, take note of the error and 
correct the server and/or login parameters in the .bat file until it works.

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Urban Explorers - Hara Arena 


From the ARRL 
and the Once Occupied 
web sites 


Reminiscent of underwater footage from a TV documentary about the discovery of a long-lost vessel, a 
recently posted YouTube video that takes a deep dive into the innards of former Hamvention® venue Hara 
Arena has been attracting notice within the Amateur Radio community. The narrated video probe was posted on 
December 22 by Once Occupied, an urban exploration group that originated in Dayton, Ohio. It’s not the first 
video of the derelict Hara Arena since it closed — and since anything thought to be of value inside was 
auctioned off. The IRS put the Hara Arena complex itself on the auction block last August to satisfy a tax lien, 
but no successful bidder was ever announced. 


It’s not clear whether the three-person Once Occupied expedition had permission to be inside Hara Arena 
nor how the individuals, who do not identify themselves, gained entry to the building complex. Among the 
more fascinating revelations was how much equipment, event paraphernalia, and just plain debris remain inside 
the 165,000-square foot Hara complex, which included an apartment. 


“This is creepy and surreal, but I couldn’t turn it off and had to watch the whole thing,” allowed Pete 
Varounis, NL7XM, the QCWA’s official call sign historian, who shared the video with his colleagues on the 
QCWA board of directors. “You will recognize entire areas that teemed with activity during every 
Hamvention,” he continued. “It looks like raw footage from Chernobyl after the Russian nuclear disaster.” 


A lot of this particular video covers parts of Hara Arena never seen by Hamventioneers — including 
catwalks, tunnels, and behind-the-scenes rooms and facilities such as offices, kitchen areas, and storerooms, 
some of which still contained unopened goods and supplies. File cabinets still store paper files, and abandoned 
computer and other equipment is scattered about. At least one box the group encountered contained new T shirts 
for a sports team that once made its home at Hara Arena. Some areas of the building’s interior seem to have 
been hit by a tornado. The explorers do not appear to take anything from Hara Arena or disturb what remained 
behind. 


“Our passion is exploring abandoned places. We explore because we love adventure and the thrill of the 
hunt,” Once Occupied says on its Facebook page. “Documenting our journeys through digital media allows us 
to share the stories of the past.” The group warns that such urban exploration is not without risk and “not for 
everyone.”

The facilities include a bar pub, 
ballroom, conference center, ice rink, and 4 exhibition halls. This place is huge! The arena started with a dance 
hall, the Wallarena Ballarena, in 1956 by Harold and Ralph Wampler. 


The arena has hosted many events, teams, and entertainers including The Longhorn Rodeo, Sesame Street 
Live, Silver Sticks Hockey Tournament, The Dayton Hamvention, Lanfest, Monster Truck Winter Nationals, 
the Midwest Ceramics Show, The Miami Valley Home Improvement Show, The National Holiday Gift Show, 
the Dayton Gems, the Dayton Bombers, the Rolling Stones, Elton John, and the Who, and many, many more. 


Hara Arena closed in 2016 and it was sad to see this amazing 7,000 seat venue shut down but it was a great 
urban exploration.

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3” Annual Ohio ARES® VHF Simplex Contest 


Ohio ARES® VHF Simplex Contest - January 13 — 10 AM through 4 PM ET 


The purpose of our annual simplex activity is to improve our station and antenna 
capabilities, and to test our coverage areas on simplex frequencies. These may be very 
important in times of emergency, when repeaters have failed and simplex is the only method of emergency 
communication. We are NOT giving any consideration for backup power - this exercise is aimed at testing 
antennas and determining coverage areas. 


Bands - All bands from 50 MHz up 
We anticipate primary activity to occur on the 2-meter band. We recommend the following frequencies: 
¢ 50 MHz — Standard simplex calling frequencies 
* 146.52 — Only after making sure you will not be interfering with existing conversation 146.46 through 
146.49 
* UHF and above - Standard simplex calling frequencies 


Modes - ALL MODES are acceptable- it’s your choice 
* Digital- using any mode generally accepted by NBEMS/ARES® in fldigi. (Default = Mt63 2K) 


Entry Categories 

¢ FIXED: Any fixed station can operate. Single or Multiple Operators, no restrictions. 

* FIXED EOC: Any station using equipment and antennas permanently installed at an EOC. An EOC is 
recognized under the same provisions as a Field Day category “F”. 

* PORTABLE: Any station established under portable conditions in a temporary location. 

* ROVER: Any mobile operator may join as a “Rover”. A rover vehicle may transport only one station 
using a single call sign. It may be in motion or stopped. 

* Rover vehicles must transport all the equipment, power supplies, and antennas used at each operating 
site. Rovers MUST sign "rover" on Phone and /R on CW and digital modes after their call sign. 


Exchange 
The exchange will include your station callsign and your county. In the case of stations outside Ohio, please 
include your state. 
¢ If you are operating from an EOC, please include that in your exchange. ( +5 for them) 
¢ If you are an ARES® official (AEC and above) Identify yourself as such. ( +5 for them) 
¢ You are encouraged to announce your station details if you wish, so that other stations can judge the 
performance of their equipment. This is NOT a part of the required exchange. 


Scoring 
No duplicate contacts per band / per mode. Rover/mobiles can be contacted one time in each county. 


QSO Points 
* Each contact is worth 1 point. 
* Each contact with an EOC station is an additional 5 points per QSO. That would score as 6 points. 
¢ Each contact with an AEC or above is +5 points. That would score as 6 points. 


Multipliers 
¢ Multiply your QSO points (calculated above) by the total number of counties you’ve reached. 
¢ Make sure you include your own county. 
* Rover/mobile station DOUBLE the number of counties you’ ve contacted. 
* Rover/mobile add 25 to your final score. 
* EOC stations add 50 to your final score. 
* Portable stations add 100 points to your final score. 
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All entrants, regardless of category, are permitted to use spotting assistance or nets including but not limited 
to DX-alerting nets, internet chat rooms, APRS and other packet, reverse beacon networks and repeaters to 
identify stations available for contacts and to announce (self-spot) their availability for contacts. 
Announcements shall be limited to call sign, location, band or frequency. These methods of spotting assistance 
may also be used to coordinate antenna peaking prior to initiation of the contact and to explain contest rules, 
such as the exchange required, for those who need clarification.

From the Ohio BMV: 


General Information: Owners or lessees of motor vehicles who are residents of Ohio and hold an unrevoked and unexpired official amateur radio 
station license issued by the Federal Communications Commission may apply for these plates. The official call letters will be the license plate 
numbers. 


Registrant Eligibility: Owner must submit a copy of the un-revoked and unexpired official amateur radio license issued by the Federal 
Communications Commission. (FCC). 


Title Requirements: Ohio Certificate of Title issued in the same name as the FCC license, either singly or jointly, or the name on the FCC license 
is the same name on the lease agreement. 


Vehicle Information: These plates may be issued to passenger vehicles, non-commercial trucks, recreational vehicles, house vehicles and non- 
commercial trailers. 


Type of Plates: Plates will be manufactured with the FCC license. 
Issuance Information: Amateur Radio plates cannot be issued with system assigned, reserved, or personalized plate formats. 


Renewal of plates can be done at your local Deputy Registrar or by mail using their renewal notice. Amateur Radio License Holders must 
provide a copy of their current unexpired and unrevoked official amateur radio license issued by the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) at the time of any type renewal transaction. 


All plates will be mailed directly to the address on your registration card unless customer requests otherwise. The deputy will issue your registration 
card, stickers and provide you with a permit which will allow you to operate your vehicle while your plates are being manufactured. Special license 
plate applications are available at all Deputy Registrar license agency locations. These plates cost an additional $10.00 annually plus the normal 
registration fees. The fee is determined by Ohio Revised Code section 4503.14.

1. Check the PCARS web site every day, maybe a couple of times a day to see new information that is posted there.

Mon Ist Jan, 2018 will be... Bloody Mary Day 


Bloody Mary Day celebrates the drinking of the Bloody 
Mary cocktail, which is described by some as the perfect 
hangover cure despite containing the very thing that made 
you hung over in the first place: alcohol! The Bloody Mary 
is most often made with vodka, tomato juice and some 
spices, served on the rocks with a celery stalk or a dill 
pickle. 


The History of Bloody Mary Day 

The origin of Bloody Mary Day is as shrouded in mystery and intrigue as the history of the drink itself. Even the name is 
quite enigmatic, with various scholars suggesting it was named after Queen Mary I of England, Hollywood star Mary 
Pickford, or even a waitress named Mary who worked at the Bucket of Blood bar in Chicago all given as possible 
namesakes. 


There are also three versions of the story of where the Bloody Mary drink was first made. Fernand Petiot, a bartender that 
was originally from France, claimed to have invented the Bloody Mary in 1921 when he was working at Harry’s New 
York Bar in Paris that was popular with Ernest Hemingway and other American expatriates at the time. Veterinarian- 
turned-writer James Rollins, on the other hand, claims) that the Bloody Mary was invented in the Hemingway Bar at The 
Ritz Paris. And an ocean away, New York’s 21 Club claims that the Bloody Mary was first made there, though they do 
have two versions of the story. One is that it was invented in the 1930s by a bartender named Henry Zbikiewicz, and 
another attributes its invention to the comedian George Jessel, who frequented the 21 Club. 


How to Celebrate Bloody Mary Day 

The best and easiest way to celebrate Bloody Mary Day is by inviting some friends over to mix up and then enjoy a 
Bloody Mary or two. Or three. If you’ ve never tried one before, and the idea of combining tomato juice with vodka just 
doesn’t sound particularly appetizing to you, this is the time to do it - there is a good reason why this is one of the most 
famous and popular drinks the world over, find out for yourself what it is! 


Classic Bloody Mary recipe: (serves 2) 
2 lime wedges 
4 oz high quality vodka 
8 oz Tomato juice 
4 dashes Tabasco Sauce 
4 dashes Worcestershire sauce 
2 pinches celery salt 
2 pinches ground black pepper 
2 pinches smoked paprika (if in doubt - check with WB8LCD - he has a good recipe) 


Put a little celery salt onto a small plate. Rub the juicy side of a lime wedge along the lip of a pint glass. Then, roll the 
outer edge of the glass in celery salt to coat it; repeat with the second glass. Put some ice cubes in both glasses and set 
aside. Put the lime wedges into a shaker and add the remaining ingredients. Shake gently several times, then strain into the 
prepared glasses. Garnish with a celery stalk and the leftover 2 lime wedges. 


If you are looking for something to pair the drinks with, maybe try a platter of simple crackers with cubed cheeses or 
spicy salamis, as their flavor will complement the drink nicely. You could also put out some olives or pickles. Obviously, 


you should steer clear of anything sweet, like fruits, or heaven forbid, chocolates. 


But the truth is that if there are enough Bloody Mary’s, nobody should care too much about what snacks there are!

The History of Buffet Day 

The buffet table has its origins in brinnvinsbord—a type of schnapps made in 16th century Sweden. The sm6rgasbord was 
a type of “meal” during which guests gathered for a pre-dinner drink and small talk. The sm6rgasbord buffet was often 
held in separate rooms for men and women before the dinner was served. The Sm6rgasbord became internationally known 
as “smorgasbord” at the 1939 New York World’s Fair exhibition when the Swedes taking part in the exhibition had to 
invent a new way of showcasing the best dishes of the Swedish cuisine to large numbers of visitors. The term “buffet” 
itself originally referred to a type of French sideboard furniture where the food was served but became popular in the 
English-speaking world in the second half of the 20th century after the Swedes had popularized the smorgasbord in New 
York, probably because it was considerably easier to pronounce and remember. 


How to Celebrate Buffet Day

Morse Code was one of the most important innovations of 
communications the world has seen, serving as the foundation of 
one of the first high-speed communications networks in the 
world. Used for everything from semaphore communication, to 
flashing with lights, to drawing it out as a sort of code, and most 
importantly, the use of telegraphs to help transmit information 
across vast distances in the days before the telephone, it’s hard to 
understate the importance of Morse Code. 
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History of Learn Your Name In Morse Code Day 

Morse Code is attributed to three different inventors, Samuel F. B. Morse, Physicist Joseph Henry, and Alfred Vail, who 
all worked together to produce a system of transmitting information via Electric Telegraph. As the only way they were 
able to transmit information was in electric pulses, there was a lot of consideration that went into deciding exactly how it 
was all going to play out. The result was Morse Code, and it was intended to be a lot more efficient than it became at the 
time. There was a system developed in 1841 that would have allowed for Morse Code to be translated directly into letters 
at the receiving end, but oddly this system never caught on. 


Learn Your Name In Morse Code Day was created by someone known only as Brownielocks, and was done as part of 
trying to revitalize the love and recognition of this fading method of communication. While it’s no longer necessary to 
getting a Ham Radio License, it is still felt that it’s incredibly important to pass on, so that this versatile method of 
communication doesn’t disappear. 


How to Celebrate Learn Your Name In Morse Code Day 

Celebrating Learn Your Name In Morse Code Day is right there in the name! Learn your name in Morse Code! This can 
serve as an excellent way to reintroduce yourself to the language, and help add it to the number of ways you can share 
information with your friends and loved ones. Even across vast distances you can exchange information with nothing 
more complicated than a flashlight, a mirror, or any device that can make sounds of varying duration to mimic the long 
and short pulses used in the Morse Code alphabet. 


Never underestimate the value of having one more piece of communication in your tool kit, and let Learn Your Name In
